Shops Construct 10 
New Bicycle Racks 
for Parking Lot 


By placing 10 new bicycle racks on 
four main parking lots, Fritz Peter- 
son’s welding classes eliminated the 
congestion caused by the unruly 
parking of Trojan bikes, Assistant 
Principal Charles C. Coulter believes. 

Bike racks now stand on the fol- 
lowing locations: North side of Man- 
ual Training building, South side of 
Manual Training building, Northeast 
side of Manual Training building, and 
the*West side of the Old Building. 

Word received from the Safety 
Council indicates that plans are now 
being discussed for the licensing of 
all bikes: to cut down on thefts and 
to enable stolen bikes to be traced 
more easily. The plan, on trial in one 
Michigan city, reduced thefts 90%. 

Mr. Coulter also urges bicycle rid- 
ers to observe the safety rules while 
cycling on city streets. “Cyclists have 
as many privileges on streets as 
autos; but the autos usually hock 
these privileges because of their. im- 
mense size compared to the bicycles, 
so be careful,” he points out.

Story Divisions 
Merit Emphasis 


Although journalism pupils still 
will compete in their own division of 
Scholastic’s 17th annual Creative 
Awards’ contest, all-student body 
participation in the literary division: 
essays, poetry, and short stories, will 
be emphasized in competition this 
year, it is announced. 

Since 1935 journalists have won 

four “firsts” in the nation. Arcadia 
Dyezewski won first national prize in 
columns last spring, and was awarded 
a Royal portable typewriter and a 
chance to compete for a $500 schol- 
arship at Northwestern’s Medill 
School of Journalism, for her prose- 
poem, “What American Democracy 
Means to Me.” In 1938-39, Bob Jack- 
son won second prize in the same con- 
test division, receiving $10 in cash. 
: In 1936-37, Bill Greve won first 
prize in the nation in features and 
was awarded a Royal portable type- 
writer. and the chance to compete for 
the Medill School’s scholarship. Just 
a year before that, six journalists 
collaborated in writing Saginaw 
high’s history, “A History of Second- 
ary Education in. the World’s First 
Lumber Capitol,” which tied for first 
prize in the nation. 

A Royal portable typewriter went 
to. each of the six. 

In each of the literary division 
events: poetry, essays and short stor- 
ies, a $50 first prize, $25, second, $15, 
third, and 10 additional prizes of $5 
each, will be given. In literary and 
historical articles, book reviews, and 
drama, there will be three prizes: $15 
first prize, $10, second, and $5, third.

Closing their season in bloody fashion, Trojans a: the 
Lumberjacks, 12-6, in the final tilt of 1940, Thanksgiving day. Unwitt- 
ing Hillites passed "for a lone score in the first period, thus encouraging 
the Easterners to double the tally and turn the traditional classic into 


a masterpiece. 

The season’s summary: 

Saginaw’s raw recruits ambled out 
to face a seemingly harmless oppon- 
ent (Mt. Pleasant), failed to eke a 
possible victory or even a tie when 
an offside recalled a score. The 
stunned team henceforth trained 
more vigorously, but again capitu- 
lated before a stronger Fordson 
battalion, 7-6. 


The suppressed volcano erupt- 
ed at Atwood stadium, October 
12, to bury the mortal remains 
of Flint Central, 39-6. It was 
that school’s most disastrous 
football funeral since its found- 
ing in 1928. 


Their morale thus bolstered, Sav- 
age’s savages plummeted through 
Owosso, 25-0, then wallowed to a 
6-6 tie with Bay City. When Flint 
Northern annexed its twenty-second 
consecutive win, 27-6, it was record- 
ed as the worst and only earned de- 
feat of the year for Saginaw. Then 
Pontiac bobbed up to tie the Trojans, 
6-6.
